Dear Ms. Thomas: 
 
This letter addresses SBC Telecom’s (SBC’s) request to apply version 3.0 changes of the Public Utility 
Commission of Texas’s (Texas Commission’s) section 271 performance measurements to the SBC 
Midwest and SBC SNET service regions.1  As discussed below, I approve SBC’s request. 
 
The Commission adopted the Carrier-to-Carrier Performance Plan (Performance Plan) in the 
SBC/Ameritech Merger Order.2  The Performance Plan requires SBC to report performance 
measurements data to the Commission each month, and to make payments to the United States Treasury 
should it fail to meet certain performance standards.  The Performance Plan requires SBC and the 
Wireline Competition Bureau (Bureau) to meet semi-annually to discuss additions, deletions, and 
modifications.3   
 
The Performance Plan measurements are based on those adopted by the Texas and California 
commissions.  Specifically, in both the SBC Midwest and SBC SNET service regions, SBC reports data 
based on performance measurements adopted by the Texas Commission.4  The Texas Commission has its  
own on-going reviews to update the measurements, and the Performance Plan establishes a process by 
which those changes can flow through to the federal Performance Plan counterpart measurements.  In 
particular, when the underlying state commission makes changes, SBC must notify the Bureau 
immediately.5  SBC may implement those changes for the anchor state if the Bureau does not object

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within five days of notification.6  At the next semi-annual review, the Bureau may decide whether the 
same changes should be made for the other states tied to that state.7   
 
On October 17, 2002, the Texas Commission updated SBC’s Texas 271 performance measurements and 
SBC subsequently filed version 3.0 PM Business Rules and Implementation Schedules for SBC Midwest 
and for SBC SNET to update the Business Rules for the SBC Midwest and SBC SNET regions.8  The 
Wireline Competition Bureau conducted several meetings with SBC concerning SBC’s implementation of 
the Texas Business Rules for use in the SBC Midwest and SBC SNET service regions, in accordance with 
the SBC/Ameritech Merger Order.9  I hereby grant SBC’s request to apply the Texas Business Rules to 
the SBC Midwest and SBC SNET regions, effective February 1, 2003.10   
 
If SBC disagrees with any of this letter’s guidance, it may file an application for review with the 
Commission pursuant to section 1.115 of the Commission’s rules.11
